Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
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skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The terminology "eliminating" and "a deoximating 
agent" is not described or suggested by the specification as originally filed. Note that in 
the specification in column 4, lines 53-60 it is stated that the elimination of R2 and R3 
groups can be carried out by treatment with an acid in an alcohol or with tetrabutyl 
ammoniumfluoride in tetrahydrofuran and elimination of R1 group can be carried out by 
homogeneous or heterogeneous hydrogenolysis i.e. the specification does not provide 
support for eliminating by any method as encompassed by claim 2. In column 5, lines 
22-30, it is stated deoximation is carried out using sodium hydrogen sulfite, titanium 
trichloride-ammonium acetate, sodium nitrite-hydrochloric acid, sodium hydrosulfite and 
the like i.e. the specification fails to disclose the use of any deoximating agent as 
encompassed by the instant claims. 
Claim 1 is allowed.
